action. But the specific weight mast be 
given in proportion with tha cubic meas. 
ure at the person and this latter is not 
easy to ascertain. By tho immersion of 
the body in a measured tank wo have a 
rouch-and-ready method ot RauRinp its 
cubio capacity, which must correspond 
with the displacement ot the water. Dr. 
Jaeger, howtver, has constructed an uir- 
tight chamber where a column of mer- 
cury records the amount of compression 
br.jught to bear upon the air by the in- 
troduction of a foreign body or person. 


Out of sixty men thus measured, Dr. 


Jaeger found that the litre weight va- 
ried from 764 to 1,060 grammes, a differ- 
ence of almost dO per cent. To tont tha 
nervous activity, a stop watch is employ- 
ed which con record the two-thousandth 
part ot o second. The operator seta the 
index hacd in motion, which has then to 
bo immediately stopped by tho person 
undergoing the test. The difference be- 
tween the two readings records the time 
needed for tho excitation, produced by 
the sight of the moving handle, to run 
its course- through the eye, tho optic 
nerves, the brain, the nerves of the arm, 
and finally reaoh the muscles which ac'u- 
ato the finger that stops tho watch. Ex- 
perimenting conducted m this manner 
showed m one instance, that the rapidity 
ot action after a Turkish bath, increased 
to tho amount of 13 per cent. 
What is now Enown ns l>r. Jaeger's 


sanitary woolen clothing, is so contrived 
ue to obviate these evils. 
TJio clothing 


consists, for men, of tight-fitting stock- 
ingette undergarments, made of pure un- 
dyed wool, fastened over the shoulders, 
and of double thickness across the chest 
Tho coat or jacket is double breasted, 
and buttoned well up to the throat, con- 
tains no lining or paddiag unless of pure 
wool, and is either uudyed, or treated 
only with uninjurioua fust dyee. 
The 


same rule applies to the trousers, while 
the waistcoat is either dispensed with al- 
together, or forms &n inner ilap alEied to 
the side of the ooat. Inside the sleeves 
and the tronser legs there is a contri- 
vance, which, fastening tight around tho 
limbs, prevents up-draughta; for cold, 
rheumatism, lumbago, etc., ure oaugh 
by tho sudden rush of cold air to oue 
particular part of the budy, and not by 
tlio gradual cooling of the entire system. 
The feet are clad in pure woolen socks 
with divisions for each toe, while tbe up- 
per part of tho boot is made of felt or ot 
porous leather, and tbe inner soles con- 
sist ot perforated leather aud layers of 
'felt. Thus tho boot is thoroughly por- 
OUB, and tho feet are consequently kept 
as clean and pure as the bauds.

the necessity for great coats is obviated, 
rum or damp haviug little or no effect, 
for in every case gradual and even evap- 
uraUon is insured.
